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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative asked for clarification with respect to how 
the combination is not a substitution of elements but rather a combination of elements. The examiner explained that 
element 1 1 in the figures of Okamoto having a diameter larger than that of the top portion of element 104 in figures 3-7 
of Mukawa could be placed on top of Mukawa's element 104 such that both elements will rotate with the rotation of the 
disc, thus causing air to circulate within the optical disc device .
